To  THE  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Durham  Rural 

District  Council. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

1 beg  to  present  my  twelfth  Annual  Re})ort  on  the  sanitary 
circumstances,  the  sanitary  administration  and  the  vital 
statistics  of  the  Rural  District  of  Durham.  The  outstanding 
features  during  the  year  were  the  continued  jirevalence  of  the 
epidemic  of  diphtheria  of  a severe  type,  and  the  continuance, 
with  increased  activity,  of  the  campaign  for  better  housing 
conditions.  The  provision  of  adequate  sewage  disposal  works  to 
replace  out-of-date  plants  is  urgently  needed  in  several  localities 
and  the  delay  in  the  installation  of  these  after  prolonged  and 
continuous  effort  on  the  part  of  the  Council  is  holding  up  schemes 
for  conversions  to  the  water  carriage  system  in  various  localities 
of  the  District.

VITAL  STATISTICS. 


The  chief  rates  in  the  vital  statistics  of  the  Durham  Rural  District 
for  the  year  1937  were  not  altogether  satisfactory.  The  birth-rate, 
16.93  per  1,000  population,  although  a reduction  from  17.63  in  the 
preceding  year,  still  compares  favourably  with  the  rate  14.9  for  England 
and  Wales  as  a whole.  The  death-rate,  13.12  per  1,000  living,  which 
must  be  reckoned  as  15.08  when  corrected  for  purposes  of  comparison 
by  multiplying  by  the  areal  comparability  factor  1.15,  is  unsatisfactory 
in  contrast  to  the  death-rate  of  12.4  for  the  whole  Country,  but  it  has  to 
be  pointed  out  that  this  rate  of  13.12  is  not  based  on  the  number  of 
deaths  which  occurred  in  the  District,  but  on  the  number  of  residents 
belonging  to  the  District  who  died  during  the  year  including  those  dying 
outside  the  District.  The  number  of  deaths  which  actually  occurred  in 
the  District  was  344,  giving  a death  rate  of  11.22  as  against  the  corres- 
ponding figure  of  11.93  for  the  previous  year. 


There  were  402  deaths,  223  being  males  and  179  females,  of  registered 
residents  of  the  District.  One  hundred  and  forty  deaths,  being  35%  of 
the  total  deaths,  occurred  in  the  age-group  65  years  of  age  and  upwards. 
Among  the  causes  of  death,  the  largest  number  was  accredited  to  diseases 
of  the  heart  and  large  blood  vessels,  124  deaths  being  registered  as  due 
to  this  group  of  causes.  Diseases  of  the  respiratory  system  were  res- 
ponsible for  38  deaths  against  56  in  1936.  Cancer  claimed  28  deaths,  and 
there  was  an  increase  on  the  preceding  year  in  the  number  of  deaths 
from  Influenza,  13  deaths  from  this  cause  indicating  that  this  infection 
was  more  prevalent  during  the  year  ; these  deaths  occurred  in  all  parts 
of  the  District.  Again  as  in  the  previous  annual  report,  I have  most 
unfortunately  to  report  that  the  worst  feature  of  the  vital  statistics 
figures  was  the  unduly  high  number  of  deaths  from  diphtheria,  there 
being  17  deaths  as  against  16  for  the  previous  year. 


There  were  33  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age,  this  giving 
an  infant  mortality  rate  of  64  per  1,000  births.  This  rate  is  the  second 
lowest  ever  recorded  in  the  District,  but  is  still  in  excess  of  the  rate 
for  England  and  Wales  as  a whole.

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THE  PROVISION  OF  INSTITUTIONAL  TREATMENT  FOR  THE  AREA. 

HOUGHALL  ISOLATION  HOSPITAL  was  working  under  full 
pressure  during  the  whole  course  of  year  1937  and  the  services  of  addi- 
tional nurses  had  to  be  engaged  throughout  the  year  to  cope  with  the 
strain  placed  on  the  Hospital  on  account  of  the  Diphtheria  epidemic. 
At  certain  periods  the  hospital  accommodation  was  insufficient  and 
patients  were  boarded  out  in  neighbouring  Hospitals.  The  number  of 
patients  admitted  during  the  year,  448,  is  by  far  the  largest  number 
treated  in  your  Hospital  during  the  course  of  one  year.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

Auton  Stile  and  Aldin  Grange. — The  new  scheme  of  sewage  dis- 
posal works  has  had  the  provisional  approval  of  the  Ministry  of  Health 
and  tenders  will  in  due  course  be  invited  for  the  carrying  out  of  the  wmrks. 

Barras  Hill. — A new  sewer  has  been  laid  to  drain  the  new 
houses  proposed  to  be  erected. 

Bearpark  Sewage  Works. — New  automatic  distributors  have 
been  installed  in  the  filter  beds  which  are  now  operating  more  efficiently. 

Bowburn. — The  Ministry  of  Health  have  sanctioned  the  amended 
scheme  of  sewage  disposal  works  for  this  village  and  tenders  are  being 
invited  for  their  construction. 

Carrville  Sewage  Works. — Structural  repairs  have  been  carried 
out  at  these  works,  including  the  renewal  of  filtering  media  in  the  contact 
beds,  resulting  in  better  effluent  now  being  obtained. 

Cassop  Colliery  Village. — The  construction  of  these  works  will 
shortly  be  put  into  operation. 

Croxdale  Colliery  Village,  Croxdale  and  Sunderland  Bridge 
Village. — A scheme  is  in  course  of  preparation  for  extensions  to  the 
present  sewage  disposal  works  at  Sunderland  Bridge  to  deal  with  the 
additional  sewage  from  Croxdale  Colliery  Village. 

CuLVERTiNG  CoxHOE  Beck. — The  scheme  for  the  covering  in  of  a 
section  of  this  beck  has  had  the  approval  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  and 
the  works  are  now  in  progress. 
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Framwellgate  Moor  Sewage  Works. — The  distributors  in  the 
filters  have  been  renewed  and  the  works  generally  repaired. 

Hett. — The  new  scheme  of  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  for  this 
village  is  completed  and  operating  satisfactorily. 

Kimblesworth  Colliery  Village. — Plans  have  been  submitted 
to  the  Ministry  of  Health  for  the  laying  of  a new  outfall  sewer  therefrom 
to  connect  wdth  the  sewers  of  Chester-le-Street  R.D.C.  at  whose  existing 
works  at  Flaws  worth  Gate  the  sewage  will  be  treated. 

Littletown  (Heather  View)  Sewage  Works. — The  scheme  for 
dealing  wdth  the  sew'age  from  the  Eastern  portion  of  this  terrace  has  been 
approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  the  new  sew^age  ejector  station 
with  contingent  works  are  nearing  completion. 

Shincliffe  Colliery — Village  Sewerage  ane  Sewage  Disposal 
Works. — Tenders  will  shortly  be  invited  for  the  construction  of  this 
scheme. 

Shincliffe  Village. — A scheme  of  sewerage  and  sew'age  disposal 
works  has  been  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  is  awaiting  their 
sanction. 

Sherburn. — The  branch  sewer  in  Park  Lane  has  been  extended  for 
the  drainage  of  additional  houses  at  the  West  side  of  the  highway. 

Sherburn  House  Sewage  Works. — Extensive  repairs  have  been 
carried  out  at  these  w'orks,  including  the  renew^al  of  automatic  tippers 
in  the  filter  beds,  the  renewal  of  filtering  media,  the  construction  of 
sludge  beds  and  other  w^ork. 

West  Rainton. — A new  scheme  of  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal 
works  prepared  for  dealing  with  the  sewRge  from  Leamside,  West  Rainton 
and  Rainton  Gate  is  now  under  construction. 

WiTTON  Gilbert. — A new'  scheme  of  sewage  disposal  works  wall 
shortly  be  under  construction  to  replace  the  present  obsolete  w^orks,  to 
deal  with  the  sewage  from  this  village. 

Bus  Shelters. — Tw^o  public  lavatories  and  bus  shelters  have  been 
erected  in  the  District. 

Water  Supply. — Water  mains  have  been  extended  to  the  various 
housing  schemes  and  the  supplies  of  water  to  the  parishes  of  Coxhoe 
and  Cassop  which  are  under  the  direct  control  of  the  Durham  R.D.C. 
have  been  maintained  during  the  year. 

Generally. — The  sewers  and  various  sewage  disposal  works  in 
the  district  have  been  regularly  attended  to  and  the  effluents  from  those 
works  which  are  not  scheduled  for  remodelling  are  considered  satis- 
factory.

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Tliis  has  been  another  year  of  intense  activity  in  dealing  with  housing 
conditions  in  the  District.  It  is  satisfactory  that  greater  progress  has 
been  made  in  the  erection  of  new  houses  to  re-house  the  families  displaced 
from  condemned  houses.  For  this  purpose  454  houses  were  completed 
and  occupied  during  the  year,  and  a good  start  was  made  to  build  houses 
to  deal  with  the  overcrowded  families,  119  houses  for  this  purpose  having 
been  provided.  Even  at  this  rate  of  building,  the  rate  of  completing  new 
houses  is  lagging  behind  the  needs  as  is  indicated  in  the  subjoined  tabular 
statement,  and  after  A])ril  1st,  1937,  when  the  re-distribution  of  Bound- 
aries of  County  districts  took  effect,  the  })osition  in  this  respect  was  much 
aggravated.  The  loss  to  the  District  of  certain  Localities  in  which  the 
standard  of  housing  was  high  and  which  were  practically  unaffected  in 
respect  of  the  necessity  of  enforcing  demolition  orders,  and  the  addition 
of  other  localities  with  housing  conditions  generally  much  below  the 
standard  aimed  at,  was  a most  unsatisfactor}^  arrangement  for  the  Durham 
Rural  District  and  entailed  a huge  amount  of  extra  work  being  thrown 
on  your  health  officials,  to  such  extent  that  in  order  to  cope  with  the 
situation  the  services  of  two  additional  temporary  sanitary  inspectors 
had  to  be  engaged  towards  the  end  of  the  year.

Milk  Supply. 

Thei’e  are  133  Milk  Rroducei-s  registered  in  the  District  and  13 
])remises  registered  for  the  sale  of  Milk  by  I'etail  only.  There  are  also 
14  persons  registered  to  sell  milk  by  retail  in  the  District  whose  premises 
are  situated  outside  the  Rural  Area. 


During  the  year  strict  su])ervision  was  maintained  over  the  dair}- 
farms  and  dairies  in  the  District.  f^or  this  ])urpose  191  inspections  were 
made  and  01  informal  notices  were  served  on  Milk  Producers  for  infringe- 
ments of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Order  of  1920. 


The  following  re])ort  for  the  year  ending  Decembei-  31st,  1937,  was 
received  from  the  County  \Tterinary  Officer  : — 

“ The  General  condition  of  the  cows  this  winter  does  not  appear 
to  be  so  good  as  in  ])i‘evious  years.  This  is  due  to  some  extent  to 
the  higher  ]uices  of  feeding  stuffs  (cakes,  etc.),  which  are  being  fed 
in  smaller  (piantities,  the  effect  of  this  being  most  marked  where  the 
hay  is  of  poor  quality. 

The  hygiene  conditions  are  fairly  good  although  more  attention 
should  be  given  to  the  provision  of  suitable  dairy  ]:)remises  for  the 
handling  of  milk  and  sterilisation  of  equipment.  A number  of 
farmers  are  still  rather  slack  in  their  standard  of  cleanliness  and  more 
fi’equent  grooming  of  cows  is  indicated.”

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PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

The  number  of  cases  of  scarlet  fever  occurring  during  the  year  1937 
again  showed  an  appreciable  decrease,  83  cases  being  notified  compared 
with  147  in  the  previous  year.  These  cases  were  found  in  all  parts  of  the 
District  and  the  incidence  was  not  particularly  heavy  in  any  locality. 
The  infection  as  in  preceding  years  continued  to  be  of  a mild  clinical  type 
and  no  deaths  resulted  from  this  cause.  Scarlet  fever  antitoxin  was 
administered  only  in  selected  cases  where  the  signs  and  symptoms  were 
more  severe  than  the  average.  No  advantage,  it  is  considered,  is  derived 
from  serum  treatment  in  mild  cases. 

The  amount  of  diphtheria  during  the  year  1937  was  alarming, 
especially  in  the  villages  of  Klast  Hetton,  Ludwoidh  and  Quarrington  Hill, 
w'here  the  infection  reached  practically  pandemic  form  among  children. 
In  1937,  34  2 cases  of  diphtheria  occurred  against  1()2  cases  in  the  previous 
year.  This  large  increase  in  the  incidence  and  gravity  of  the  infection 
caused  much  anxiety.  Generally,  the  disease  w^as  of  a serious  type  and 
very  many  cases  were  suffering  from  very  marked  toxaemia  on  admission 
to  hospital,  w hen  response  to  the  most  heroic  measures  of  treatment  w^as 
uncertain.  Seventeen  deaths  resulted  during  the  year.  It  cannot  be 
too  strongly  emphasised  that  treatment  must  be  instituted  at  the  earliest 
possible  moment  and  delay  in  summoning  medical  attention  in  any  case 
of  diphtheria,  jeopardises  seriously  the  patient’s  chances  of  recovery. 
It  w^as  found  that  convalescence  was  generally  slow  and  liable  to  be 
interrupted  by  complications. 

During  the  year  the  campaign  for  the  artificial  immunisation  of 
children  under  15  years  of  age  against  diphtheria  was  actively  pursued 
and  1827  children  w^ere  artificially  immunised  by  Alum  Precipitated 
Toxoid,  making  a total  of  2304  immunisations  })erformed  since  the  in- 
ception of  the  scheme  in  April,  1936.  These  figures  are  frankly  dis- 
appointing during  a time  when  diphtheria  infection  causing  death  and 
untold  damages  to  the  child  population  was  rampant  in  the  District. 
For  a community  to  receive  the  benefits  from  an  immunisation  scheme, 
a large  proportion  of  the  young  poj)ulation  should  be  immunised  every 
year,  even  in  non-epidemic  times,  but  recent  experience  does  not  en- 
courage the  prospect  of  much  success  in  overcoming  the  apparent  apathy 
and  indifference  exhibited  by  the  average  j)arents.  Immunisation  is 
a common-sense  precaution  for  parents  to  take  to  safe-guard  their  children 
and  no  amount  of  activity  on  the  part  of  health  officials  can  compensate 
for  their  remissness  in  this  direction. 

In  an  endeavour  to  limit  the  spread  of  the  diphtheria  infection  a 
practice  was  made  of  sw^abbing  the  throats  of  immediate  contacts  in  a 
search  for  “ carriers,”  948  sw^abs  being  taken  for  this  purpose.  Thirty- 
nine  “ carriers,”  wFo  could  not  be  satisfactorily  isolated  at  home,  were 
admitted  to  Hospital  and  received  appropriate  treatment  with  satisfactory 
results. 

All  Doctors  practising  in  the  District  are  provided  with  free  supplies 
of  Diphtheria  antitoxin  and  alum  precipitated  toxoid. 

Whooping  Cough  and  influenza  were  common  in  different  parts  of  the 
District  throughout  most  part  of  the  year,  and  4 deaths  of  children  re- 
sulted from  whooping  cough  and  13  deaths  from  influenza.
